# Pleiades 


The Perseids meteor shower, one of the brighter 
meteor showers of the year, occurs every year 
between the 17" of July and the 24" of August. The 
shower tends to peak around August 9" — 13". The 
best time to view the Perseids, or most other meteor 
showers is when the sky is the darkest. Most 
astronomers suggest that, depending on the Moon’s 
phase, the best time to view meteor showers is right 
before dawn. As the meteors burn up in the 
atmosphere, they leave a trail of ionisation via 
which it is possible to communicate in short bursts 
on VHF.
